Basic Design, Art Foundations, Advanced 2 and 3 Dimen- 
sional Art were among the classes offered to raise the chance of 
students expressing themselves through creativity and 
imaginaton. Crafts, Portfolio Development, and Advertising De- 
sign I and II were also offered to students who wanted to expand 
and develop their artistic interests and talents.

Talent Search, Upward Bound, and Project Discovery were 
programs set up to help encourage students to go to college. The 
Theater Company was an after-school drama program in which 
students who were interested tried out for. 

Talent Search and Upward Bound were very similar programs.

The high school offered students the chance to participate in 
programs such as duel enrollment, Roanoke Valley Governor’s 
School, and FCA (Fellowship of Christian Athletes). These 
programs gave students a chance to develop skills and working 
habits that would help them in their life after high school.

I think it’s re- 
ally great that I can get college credit for classes that I would be 
taking anyway. I hope that the high school is able to add even 
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more dual enrollment classes with Virginia Western or other col- 
leges because it really is an important and great opportunity,” 
said junior Ashley Washington. 

The classes themselves taught students valuable skills that 
would help them later on if they wished to pursue that domain of 
study in college. 

“Being in a dual enrollment class is actually a great opportu- 
nity for anyone who is planning on attending college. I received 
a college credit for sign language and saved about $300. Also, in 
a dual enrollment class you learn that you have to take responsi- 
bility in what you are doing because the teacher doesn’t parent 
you like they tend to do in other classes,” said senior Sarah Smith. 

Students who participated in the Roanoke Valley Governor’s 
School departed at 7:20 A.M. to travel to Governor’s School, 
located in Roanoke. The students who applied for and got ac- 
cepted into Governor’s school got an upper hand education in 
such courses as mathematics, science, and computer technology 
skills. 

“Roanoke Valley Governor’s school provides our students with 
an excellent opportunity to be involved in a challenging curricu- 
lum and exposed to highly technical hands on application,” said 
Mrs. Susan Dudley, a counselor and contact person for Governor’s 
School. 

Whether it was Governor’s School, FCA, or dual enrollment, 
students had the means to experience classes that provided the 
cutting edge courses at college level for high school students.

Staffers spread news around campus 


A small dedicated staff gave their time and energy to the school’s 
newspaper, The Eagle. Newspaper staffers interviewed coaches, 
teachers, and administratiors and wrote story after story for each 
issue published. Free time was sometimes spent working on the 
paper in order to get the paper to the publishing company and 
distributed to classes on time. 

Joining the staff was an experience for students and some 
came back to do it all over again. 

Junior Katie McMahon had been on the staff for three years. 
“Being on the newspaper staff has been a wonderful experience. 
I have the chance to get my work published and I am 

learning what a real business environment is like. Since I have 
been on the staff, I have been able to stretch my writing skills 
beyond English class,” said McMahon. 

“T have been on the staff for four years. I like getting to know 
everyone on campus and touching diverse groups of people,” said 
senior Mallory Hedrick. 

Senior Ben Clements said, “I think being on the staff for two 
years now has shown me how much work goes into producing a 
paper.

Being on the newspaper staff was a new experience for some 
staffers, but they all came together when producing the paper. 

“The staff is so great. Everyone who has been on the staff helped 
all of us new people. It took some getting used to, but once I got 


into the swing of things it was all right,” said sophomore Ashley 
DeLong. 


“I really enjoy the responsibility of having to write a story. 
Having to get information and knowing that the staff counts on 
you to have it done makes it interesting,” said junior Ashley 
Witcher. 

For each edition of the newspaper, the staff had to put stories, 
advertisements, and captions on each page of the paper and had 
to make sure they had enough to fill all of the pages. 

Nine regular editions of The Eagle were printed, along with 
one special senior edition. Ads helped cover the cost of the news- 
paper. Some fundraisers were held as well. 

After each edition of the newspaper was sent to the company 
to be published, the staff used their extra time waiting for the 
paper to be sent back to plan and to assign new stories for the 
next edition. When the paper returned to the high school ready 
to be distributed, the staffers spent class time sorting papers 
into stacks for each first period. 

At the beginning of the year, students had the option of pur- 
chasing a newspaper subscription for the whole school year. 
This subscription allowed them to receive a newspaper every 
time a new one was issued. 

The newspaper was hard work and frustrating at times, but 
the staff enjoyed producing it. It provided experience to stu- 
dents as well. Students could use the experience in future pro- 
fessions and other classes. 

“Being on the staff was a lot of fun. The newspaper staff 
doesn’t always get all of the credit that they deserve. People 
tend to overlook the hardwork that is put in producing the news- 
paper,” said junior Marie Patterson.

for achieving goals in the future 


The Technology Education Department consisted of the Draft- 
ing/Design and Electronics Programs, located in the lab class- 
rooms in Building A and Building D of the W.R. Jamison Tech- 
nical Center. The Technology Education Department offered the 
Technology Student Association co-curricular club which will 
mark its sixth year during the 2001-02 school year. Students 
who participated in the Drafting and Electronics Programs were 
given the opportunity to earn six semester hours of college credit 
through a dual enrollment arrangement provided by Patrick Henry 
Community College. 

The Drafting Lab consisted of students that were interested in 
careers in engineering, architecture, and related fields. Mr. Rick 
Searing, instructor for Drafting and Design, taught the skills of 
reading and understanding technical drawing by using conven- 
tional and computer-aided drafting equipment and in developing 
a working knowledge of Auto CAD computer software. The pro- 
gram offered the courses of Technical Drawing/Design, Engineer- 
ing Drawing, Architectural Drawing, and Advanced Drawing and 
Design. 

The Electronics Program studied science and mathematics by 
providing the students with a hands-on approach. Mr. Dan 
Johnson provided hands-on laboratory exercises, interactive com- 


puter software, classroom projects, videos, and various field trips. 


Courses such as Electronics I, Electronics II, and Electrome- 
chanical Career Studies were all included in the Electronics Pro- 
gram. By enrolling in Electromechanical Studies, students had 
the opportunity to receive ten college credits and a certificate 
from Virginia Western Community College. 

The Technology Student Association provided activities such 
as lunchtime pizza/work meetings and the Blue Ridge Regional 
Technology Fair, where the electronics students won a first-place 
award. These activities helped students have an advanced un- 
derstanding of technology to help them achieve their goals in the 
future. 

“We once heard Mr. Johnson say, ‘Your mind is your most 
powerful resource,’ and through Electronics I we realized just 
how right he was. At first the material was a little difficult to 
grasp, but after the basics it was truly an exciting and rewarding 
class. We have learned things in the past eighteen weeks that 
will stick with us for a lifetime,” said seniors Clayton McManus 
and Matt Mellott. 

“As business and industry incorporate technology into their 
framework, acquiring a better understanding of drawing and de- 
signing with CADD prepares us for the workforce of the 21st 


century,” said senior Ben Hutto.

“T think the alternative education program is a really appropri- 
ate thing to have. Some students who don’t like school and quit 
still have the opportunity to get an education so they can go to 
college and proceed in life,” said junior Shamron Ziglar. 

“T really couldn’t stand coming to school, so in my sophomore 
year I decided to join the Alternative Ed program and get my 
GED. Once I passed the beginning exam I was really excited. I 
completed the program and took the final exam, which took me 
about two hours. Then they mailed me my certificate and I was 
done with school. It is so much easier than going to regular 
school for all those years when you can complete this anywhere 
from two weeks to four months,” said Anthony Quinn.

“The new classes offered this year are good because they seem 
to be different from all the other classes. Most classes are about 
computers or the arts and I’m happy that the school is broaden- 
ing its selection of classes,” said sophomore Jakob Rusgrove. 

New classes offered included E-Commerce, HVAC, ROTC, 
Cosmotology, Technology Foundations, Criminal Justice, Nurs- 
ing Assistance, and CISCO. 

In E-Commerce (Electronic Commerce), students got the 
chance to learn about the paperless exchange of business and 
marketing information using technology. Students were provided 
an overview of the technology web servers, clients, and net in- 
frastructure and the background of this fast-growing market. 
An integral part of this program was participation in DECA. 

AFJROTC was provided to give students a new look at the 
armed services. The purpose of this class was to help build stu- 
dents’ character, teach responsibility, and familiarize students 
with aerospace age and careers in the Air Force. Those students 
involved in the air force junior ROTC program became eligible 
for Air Force entry. 

“T liked AFJROTC class, even though I didn’t like having to 
wear a suit every week... I still think I got a lot out of the 
AFJROTC program,” said sophomore Adam Cecil. 

Throughout all of the AFJROTC classes, students were 
taught the principles and techniques of leadership and manage- 
ment, individual and group communications, drills and ceremo- 
nies, and air force customs, courtesies, tradition, and the his- 
tory of aviation and space flight. 


Students in cosmotology studied hair, skin, and nails and their 
related care. Students studied and prepared in clinical lab set- 
tings, using mannequins and live models for manipulative skills 
practice. 

The program emphasized safety and sanitation, communica- 
tion, and management skills. Related class areas included psy- 
chology, ethics, and the presentaion of professional image. Stu- 
dents in this class were able to prepare for the Virginia Board of 
Cosmetology licensing exam. 

Students in HVAC (heating, ventilation, and refrigeration) 
studied how to install, repair and maintain the operating condi- 
tions of heating, air conditioning, and refrigeration systems. 
These students also learned various principles of plumbing and 
the fabrication of sheet metal. 

In Criminal Justice, students learned the theory, principles, 
and techniques of developing, administering, and managing ser- 
vices for the saftey and protection of citizens and their property. 
Students in this course were required to participate in learning 
activities both on and off campus as well as some learning activi- 
ties that took place after normal school hours. 

Nursing Assistance provided students with the opportunity 
to experience classroom and clinical experiences that taught them 
the care of older patients with emphasis on the social, emotional, 
and spiritual needs of geriatric patients. 

CISCO was a part of the industry designed curriculum and 
prepared students to design, build, maintain, and repair computer 
networking systems. This course lead students toward industry 
certification as a CISCO Certified Network Associate.
